Our Monitors Not So Useless as 
Represented. 
New York, April 11. 

The Times says: It now appears 
that the mositors in course of con- 
struction are to be made really for- 
midable vessels. They are to be pro- 
vided with turrets of steel deflecting 
armor which will be impenetrable by 
any missiles, except that of the 100- 
ton guns of the new Iialian ships. 
The Miantonomah, on her trip from 
Norfolk to Washington, steamed full 
10 knots an hour, and was steered 
without any difficulty. If the rest of 
the monitors prove to be as fast no 
fault need be found with them, as the 
vessels are intended for harbor de- 
fense, but the turrets have to be made 
in England, because we have neither 
the machinery nor trained workmen 
necessary for their construction, and 
the only guns we have to arm the 
monitors witl are smooth bores and 
small rifles. We might buy guns 
from Krupp, but with the blockade 
of our ports, which England could 
maintain, it would be very difficult 
to get them into the country. 


An Expensive Fire in Colorado. 
DENVER, Col., April 12. 
The burning of the Continental Oil 
and Transportation Co.’s works last 
night was one of the most destructive 
fires in the history of Denver. Two 
hundred thousand gallons of oil and 
extensive tankage buildings were 
burned. The fire was probably in- 
cendiary. Loss, $100,000; insured for 
$25,000. The gas and steam heating 
works were threatened but sayed.
